Gum  mo u  Axo*. — A  new  method  of 
utilizing  marine  plants  has  been  devised  in 
France.  The  plants  used  are  various  forms 
of  Atlantic  and  Pacific  algre,  but  the  product 
obtained  is  a  gum  said  to  be  variously  use¬ 
ful  in  the  arts,  particularly  In  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  leather  substitute. 

The  plants  are  first  washed  with  warm  or 
cold  water,  or  both,  the  water  either  being 
pure  or  containing  ten  per  cent,  alcohol,  or 
any  of  the  following  substances :  I 
water,  carbonate  of  soda,  potash,  carbonate 
baryta,  according  to  their 
or  larger  quantity  of  cellulose,  or 
in  the  algw,  which  has  to  be 
precipitated.  Before  the  extraction  of  the 
gum  the  plants  may  be  dried,  ground, 
broken,  eto.,  according  to  their  nature  and 
according  to  the  requirements.  For  the  ex- 
traction  of  the  gum  hot  water  is  preferred 
to  cold,  end  steam  to  hot  water.  The  ex¬ 
traction  takes  place  in  a  conical  vessel,  the 
plants  being  placed  on  a  false  bottom, 
through  which  steam  or  water  is  made  to 
peas  through  the  mass.  The  quantity  of 
water  or  steam  used  varies  with  the  quality 
of  the  plants — fifteen  to  twenty  times  the 
weight  of  the  plants  will  be  the  best  propor¬ 
tion.  To  facilitate  the  action  of  the  water 
for  lbs  extraction  the  plants  are  subjected 
r"“*  V  ^  to  mAoe ration.  In  order  to  obtain  pure

THE  CBUfESE 

There  are  evidently  two  sides  to  the  Chi 
uese  question,  as  to  most  other  subjects. 
That  the  Chinese  rendered  great  service  in 
the  construction  of  the  Psciftc  Railroad  is 
beyond  question,  and  that  they  are  ladustri- 
ous  and  peaceable  Is  well  known.  On  the 
other  hand,  their  presence  in  large  numbers 
in  any  one  place  serves  to  reduce  the  scale 
of  wages  and  despoils  other  men  of  employ¬ 
ment.  This  work*  hardship  In  vtew  of  the 
fact  that  the  Chinese  ere  here  far  the  (no* 
part  without  theft  families  and  are  able, 
with  their  national  habits  of  diet,  to  live  cm 
far  less  than  would  support  s  white  man,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  white  man*8  fslnilr.  The 
east  of  a  Chinaman's  DvU^  is  about  ten 
cents  a  day.  Then,  the  money  saved  is  not 
expendsd  in  this  Gentry,  but  is  forwarded 
to  Chins,  They  thus  act  like  a  huge 
sponge,  that  Is  filled  on  the  Pacific  coast  and 
wrung  out  Id  China-'

Jtncpivo  Shuts  oa  Flax  Eecxrci. —  An 
unhappy  accident,  by  winch  an  English  fire¬ 
man  was  seriously  injured  while  practicing 
with  the  jumping  sheet,  has  given  rise  to 
something  like  a  rsvulsioa  of  feeling  with 
regard  to  their  utility.  The  superintendent 
of  the  Manchester  Fire  Brigade  has  made 
inq  lines  to  discover  instances  of  their  use 
in  saving  lirea,  during  the  yean  in  which 
jumping  sheets  have  been  earned  by  Euro¬ 
pean  fire  companies,  and  finds  but  one  in¬ 
stance,  in  Vienna. 

It  is  ooiy  when  the  person  to  be  rescued 
is  at  a  small  distance  from  the  ground — my, 
thirty  feet  or  under,  Us  says— 
can  be  safely  used ;  above  that  height  those 
who  jump  run  the  risk  of  having  their  bones 
broken,  while  those  who  hold 
liable  to  a  spinal  shock. 

To  be  really  serviceable  in  rescuing  fire- 
beset  persons  from  upper  floors,  the  jump¬ 
ing— or,  rather,  catching  sheet — should,  in 
our  opinion,  be  raised  ten,  fifteen  or  twenty 
feet  from  the  ground,  on  strong  but  some, 
what  elastic  standards.  In  way 
fall  would  be  sooner  broken,  the  ah  oak 
would  be  less,  and  would  be  met  by  the 
standards  and  not  by  human  backs,  and  a 
longer  time  and  space  would  be  provided  for 
reducing  the  momentum  of  the  body  gradu¬ 
ally  as  it  neared  the  ground. 

A  lAuro  press,  of  novel  ooosiroelion,  has 
just  been  introduced.  In  thin  press 
baling  box  is  mounted  upon  wheels  for 
convenient  moving.  The  power  is  applied 
to  e  boruontel  sweep  fast  upon  an  upright 
Miaft,  and  the  ooaaecboa  with  the  follower 
made  by  e  chain  through  the  intervention 
of  e  cam  having  a  sleeve  fitting  the  shaft ;

By 
revolving  tbs  upright  shaft,  the  follower  is 
forced  forward,  and  means  are  provided  for 
automatically  releasing,  at  sash 
of  the  abaft,  the  operating  cam. 


Cab  wheals  are  now  secured 
without  being  keyed  on.  In 
they  were  almost  sore  to  precipitate  an  acei- 
dent ;  keys  would  also  chop  out  by  tbs  atm- 
team  jar,  and  be  weakened  by  the  axlea  aad 
wheeL  Axles  are  tamed  to  fit  the  wheels 
reagly  and  are  driven  in  plaoe  by  hydraulic 
pressure,  this  possessing  important  advan¬ 
tages  over  other  methods.  Previous  to  be¬ 
ing  thus  driven,  the  axles  are  servered  with 
s  thin  ooat  of  white  lead  and  ad,  which 
hardens  in  a  short  time  and  proves  very  ef¬ 
fective  ;  it  in  fact  holds  the  wheel  so  firmly 
in  place,  that  a  pressure  of  from  one  hun¬ 
dred  to  one  hundred  and  forty  tons  is  re¬ 
quired  to  remove  a  broken  axis  from  the 
wheal  in  which  it  is  placed.
